Frosen In Miles from Shore and 


Headed for the Beach Before a Gale 


Nearly Out of Coal and Practical- 
ly Disabled — Tug Andy Makes a 
Futile Attempt at Rescue, — Presi- 
dent Graham of the Line Scouts 
Danger-—A Satlor’s Story. — 


St. Joseph, Mich., March 16.—[{Special.J— 
The passenger steamer City of Louisyille 
of the Graham & Morton line is frozen in 
an ice pack five miles off shore. It is south- 


west of the harbor, drifting before a gale 


and headed for the beach. On board are 
twenty passengers from Chicago and the 
crew. The steamer has consumed nearly all 
of its coal and practically is disabled. Ap- 
prehension is felt that before rescue work 
can be resumed at daylight it may drift on 
a sand bar or succumb to an ice jam. . 
The Graham & Morton tug Andy, which 
since morning had been trying to rescue the 


, Loutsville, had to put back to the harbor 


because of lack of coal and 
mile gale. It reached port at 


at 3 o'clock

6 p. m. 
The Louis ville is wedged in a pack of ice 
cakes in places six feet thick. Beyond the 
pack a high sea is raging. J. H. Graham, 
President of the Graham & Morton com- 
pany, who went out on the tug, says the 
Louisville is protected from the sea by 
the ice and is out of danger. A blinding 
snow-storm has raged during the evening. 
At 2 o’clock this morning the situation 
with regard to the Louisville was reported 
unchanged oy those on watch on shore. 


Walk Ashore on the Ice. 

Jack Ledger, a deckhand on the Louis- 
ville, deserted the steamer through fear and 
walked ashore on the ice. When he reached 
the breakwater pier his nose, ears, and 
hands were frozen. He was followed soon 
after by W. D. Snyder, a second watchman 
on the steamer. According to Snyder the 
crew of the Louisville was about to mutiny 
when the tug Andy was seen to abandon the 
steamer and steam for shore in the after- 
noon. Many of the crew left their posts, and 
with poles ted along the side of the 
steamer with a view of walking ashore. 
Most of them, Snyder said, were dissuaded 
by fear the ice would not hold. | 

The Louisville arrived from Chicago off St. 
Joseph harbor about 4a m. A large field of

BEI. March 16.—The Reichstags

l am convinced that there will be no 


new treaty with the United States, but 
other states will secure treaties. Russia will 
make a treaty in spite of the probable in- 
crease in the, wheat tariff to 50 marks a ton, 
as Russia desires only equality with other 
countries. 

Hostility to America. 

“There can be no American treaty until 
the United States modifies her annoying 
customs practices, which hurt far more than 
high duties. Secretary Hay admitted to me 
personally that we had ground for com- 
Plaint, but that the American government 
is apparently not strong enough to over- 
come outside pressure for the harsh treat- 
ment of German exporters. The only rem- 
edy is for Germany to meet this chicanery 
with reprisals. 

“Tam convinced there will be commercial 
disturbances between the two countries, 
with or without the prohibition of meat im- 
portations. We hope to overcome the agra- 
rian influence before the treaties expire, so 
that the arrangements will not be wholly in 
the agrarian interest. The present agitation 
is bearing fruit. At Potsdam last night Con- 
servative Delegate Pauli, who voted for 
the prohibition of meat importations, prom- 
ised his cofistituents to support the govern- 


ment measure. It is now certain that the 


third reading will be postponed ‘until April, 
as the Reichstag will not have a quorum 
after today. I am informed today that the 
Reichstag is certain of dissolution on the 
naval bill. The next Reichstag will contain 
more Socialists, but other changes are not 
calculable, The new Reichstgg will certain- 
ly vote for the naval incréase.

Railway Clear to Cape Town,

LONDON, March 16.—Lord Roberts has 
sent the following dispatch to the War of- 
5 fice, dated at Bloemfontein, Friday, March 
16; 

„General crossed the Orange 
River yesterday. Repairs to the railway 
bridge at Norval’s Pont have commenced 
and it will shortly be ready for traffic. 
General Pole-Carew telegraphs his ar- 
rival at Springfontein, so that Bloemfon- 
tein now is practically in rail communice- 
tion with Cape Town. 

My proclamation is already having an 
excellent effect.

“The resident commissioner of Basuto- 
land reports that 800 Boers lately arrived 
from Bloemfontein, and that a further con- 
tingent from Aliwal North was only wait- 
ing to know the terms of my proclamation 
to surrender. They had refused to attend a 
council at Kroonstadt, to which President 
Steyn had summoned them.“ 


To Push On to Pretoria. 

Lord Roberts’ success in handling the civil 
problems at Bloemfontein and the manifest 
equanimity with which the residents of the 
capital of the Orange Free State atcept the 
British occupation momentarily eclipse in 
interest the military situation. It is believed 


here that the Commander-in-Chief of the 
British forces in south Africa will soon push 


on to Pretoria. 

Lard Roberts made a quaint speech to the 
guards at Bloemfontein today, when, in his 
first congratulatory words, he expressed 


pride in their splendid march of thirty-eight 


miles in twenty-eight hdurs, and gave ample 
assurance of his ultimate design. 3 

“Through a small mistake,“ said Lord 
Roberts, I have not been able to march into 
Bioemfontein at the head of the brigade, as 
I intended. I promise you, however, that I 
“will lead you into Pretoria.” 

General Roberts reports that he found 
seven British officers and forty-three men 
wounded in the hospital at Bloemfontein and 
that they had n well cared for. He adds: 

“I rejoiced the wounded Boers by telling 
them they will be allowed to proceed to their 
homes instead of being made prisoners, as 
soon as they can leave the hospital.“ 


| Campaign Plans Discussed.

‘ LONDON, March 16.—The London Gazette

After explaining the difficulties of any at- 
tempt to outflank 16,000 Boers and arguing

The General then proceeds to describe the

play. Lord Methuen then says: |

Confusion in the Ranks. 


The report then proceeds to show General 
Wauchope deployed his men too late, and 
suddenly the Boers poured in a heavy fire. 
Colonel Hughes-Hallet immediately ordered 
the Seaforths to charge, and the other com- 
manders followed suit. At this moment 
some one gave the word to retire, and part 
of the Black Watch rushed back through 
the ranks of the Seaforths. Colonel Hughes- 
Hallett ordered the latter to lle down and 
not retire, i 

After awhile the Colonel again tried to 
reach the trenches, 400 yards off, but the 
officers and half the men fell before the 
heavy fire which opened after the men 
moved. Ten minutes later the Seaforths 
tried another rush, with the same result. 
Colonel Hughes-Hallett then decided to 
await orders. After describing sending the 
Gordons and Guards to support the Highland 
Brigade, Lord Methuen continues: 


“At 1 o’clock in the afternoon the Sea- 


forths were exposed to a heavy cross-fire, 
the order to retire was given, and the 
greater part of the casualties then occurred. 
This was an unfortunate retirement for Hal- 
lett. He received instructions to remain in 
his position until dusk, and the enemy were 
then quitting the trenches in tens and twen- 


ties. 
Tribute to Wauchope, 

“Wauchope told me the evening of Dec. 
10 that he quite understood his orders, and 
he made no further remark. He died at the 
head of his brigade, where his name will 
always remain honored and respected. 

His high military reputation and attain- 
ments disarm all criticism. Every soldier 
in my division deplores his loss. He was a 
fine soldier and a true comrade. 

The attack failed. The Highlanders were 
ready enough to rally, but the paucity of 
officers and non-commissioned officers made 
it difficult. I attach no blame to this splen- 
did brigade.”’ 

The report then proceeds to pay a high 
tribute to the conduct of all the troops under 
conditions as hard as can be imagined, and 
mentions specially a number of officers and 
men for distinguished acts of courage, al- 
ready recorded in the newspaper dispatches. 


REPORT ON STORMBERG DEFEAT 


Gatacre’s Failure.to Detect His 
Dangerous Position. 


LONDON, March 16.—Lord Roberts, in 
transmitting General Gatacre’s report of the 
Stormberg defeat, gives his opinions thus: 

“The failure was mainly due to reliance 
on imaccurate information regarding the 
ground to be traversed, to the position held 
by the Boers, to the employment of too small 
a force, and to the men being tired out by a 
long night march before they came in con- 
tact with the enemy. 

When it became evident shortly after 
midnight that the guides were leading the 
column in the wrong direction, I consider 
Gatacre should have halted and endeavored 
to find a proper road, or should have fallen 
back on Molteno, rather than have risked 
the safety of the entire force by following 
a route which brought the troops into diffi- 
cult ground commanded on both sides by 


Boers.”’

WARSHIP SENT TO TAKU, CHINA. 


Navy Department Takes Steps to Pro- 
tect the American Mission- 
aries There. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Long today directed Admiral 
Watson, at Manila, to send a warship to 
Taku, China, to protect American inter- 
ests. The vessel will not fire on the town 
unless it becomes absolutely necessary, and 
it is hoped the moral influence of the war- 
ship will be such as to quiet the disturb- 


‘ance at that point and to prevent outrages 


upon Americans there. 

Attacks have been made by the Boxers,” 
an anti-foreign Chinese organization, on the 
American missions in Shantung Province 
in which Taku is situated. French and 
German missions have also been attacked, 
and the feeling against foreigners has in- 
creased to such proportions that it is feared 
overt acts will be committed which will 
involve the loss of many lives. It is pos- 
sible the three powers will act in concert. 
Taku is situated on a small river, and it 
will be necessary to send a gunboat of light 
draft to enable it to reach the place where 
the outbreak is feared. 

BERLIN, March 16.—Referring to the 
attacks on American missionaries in China 
and to the orders issued by the United 
States to Admiral Watson to send a war- 
ship to Taku to look after the interests of 
the missionaries, a high official of the Ger- 
man Foreign office said this evening: Ger- 
many does not claim authority over the 
entire Shantung Peninsula, and the United 
States government has a perfect right to 
send a ship there for the protection of Amer- 
ican citizens.”

LONDON, March 16.—Sir Frederick Bur- 
ton, for twenty years director of the Nation- 
al Gallery and an artist of considerable note, 
is dead at the age of 84.

The late Sir William Burton was born in 
Ireland in 1816 and received his education at 
Dublin. He was elected Associate of the 
Royal Hibernian Academy of Arts in 1887 
and R. H. Academician in 1839. In 1842 he 
exhibited at the Royal Academy in London a 
large composition, The Connaught Tollet,“ 
which was afterward destroyed by fire. : 

In 1840 he was elected member of the Royal 
Irish Academy of Science, Antiquities, and 
Belles Lettres, and for many years sat in the 
Council of Antiquities. 

In 1874 Mr. Burton succeeded Sir William 
Boxall in the directorship of the National 
Gallery, from which post he retired in 
March, 1884. Since 1863 he had been a Fellow 
of the Society of Antiquaries. In 1884 he re- 
ceived the honor of knighthood and in 1889 
the honorary degree of LL. D. of Dublin.

CZAR’S CONTROL OF BULGARIAN 
PORT OF BOURGAS CONCEDED. 


From Constantinople Comes the In- 
formation Thai the Government at 
Sophia Has Practically Ceded Har- 

bor on the Black Sea—Growing Un- 
easiness Over the Balkan Situation 
—Indications That English Influ- 
ence with the Porte Is Waning.

VIENNA, March 16.—From Constantinople 
comes the information that Turkish govern- 
mental circles are convinced that the ceding 
of the Bay of Bourgas to Russia by Bulgaria 
is an accomplished fact. They claim to have 
word from Sophia that the concession is not 
of the entire harbor, but merely of a coaling 
station. Their informant points out that 
such a grant does not mean the loss of inde- 
pendence to Bulgaria, and cites Greece’s hav- 
ing accorded Russia some rights at Pirseus 


as proving how harmless is the entire trans- 


action. | 

Turkey’s belief concerning the ceding of 
Bourgas may be more a product of fear than 
of definite knowledge, but it is certain that 
the independent party in Bulgaria is greatly 
disturbed. over the possibility that any por- 
tion of the country’s finest port may come 
into the hands of any outside power, and 
many indications point to the conclusion that 
Prince Ferdinand has been planning some- 
thing important with M. Bachmetieff, the 
Russian representative at Sophia. 


Uneasiness in Bulgaria. 

It is denied by the official press at Sophia 
that the Prince has any intention of de- 
clating himself King, and the rumor that 
Russia is to appoint’ a financial delegate to 
regulate the monetary affairs of the prin- 
cipality is now declared false, but uneasi- 
ness is reported among the people and the 
activity of Cabinet officials justifies the be- 
lief that something startling is brewing at 
Sophia, and that Russia’s representative is 
actively concerned in that something. 


Russia Denies Intrigue. 

The Russian press maintains that Russia 
has no real designs on Bulgaria and hints 
that the Bulgarian scare is being used mere- 
ly to make the Sultan and his Ministers 
more tractable in granting the St. Peters- 
burg Cabinet’s desires con the rail- 
way rights in Asia Minor. 

That these rights are being demanded with 
ever increasing firmness is beyond doubt, and 
the Constantinople correspondent of the St. 
Petersburg Wedomosti writes that while the 
Sultan hasn't yet signed the irade granting 
the concession for the road from Kars to 
Erzeroum, a remark of the Sultan to the 


effect that the railway is a matter of the 


near future and that Russia will build it is 
quoted in court circles there as showing | 
the increase of Russia's influence and the 
waning of Englaud's power at the Porte. 


Waning English Influence. 

Some writers declare that the Young Turks 
are greatly dissatisfied with the English at 
Constantinople, and that they believe that 
British Ambassador O’Connor plays them 
false, protecting them when profitable and 
betraying them when he wishes to curry 
favor with the Sultan.

When it 
came time for the annual New Year's con- 
cert by the clubs there were several mem- 
bers whose standings would not permit 
them to take part. The concert was given in 
Central Music Hall, and almost without ex-

Washington, D. C., March 1 Special. }— 
Members of the Drainage Canal commission 
had a conference with Senator Cullom and

There is an unexpended 
appropriation amounting. to about $7,000 left 
over from a survey of one of the Illinois 
Rivers. It was agreed at the conference 
to introduce a resolution authorizing that 
the amount be used for surveying the II- 
nois River from Utica to the Mississippi. 

Senator Cullom will introduce the reso- 
lution in the Senate, while Mr. Lorimer 
will present it in the House. 

The members of the Drainage Canal com- 
mission were at the Capitol early this morn- 
ing to superintend the distribution of the 
memorial which has been prepared by direc- 
tion of the trustees. A copy of this was 
placed on the desk of each member of the 
House and Senate. It gives the history of 
the drainage canal and advocates the con- 
struction of a deep waterway from Lake 
Michigan to the Mississippi. 2

Springfield, III., March 16.—[Special.]— 
Many of the Republicans of the State are sat- 
isfied in their own minds that the next Gen- 
eral Assembly, which meets in Springfield in 
January, 1901, will be safely Republican. 
They are resting content in this belief and do 
not feel in the least alarmed over the rows 
and dissensions which have in many coun- 
ties marked the present campaign. 

The Democrats are perfectly well aware 
of the condition and will make their cam- 
paign with the view of getting control cer- 
tainly of the lower branch of the General 
Assembly, provided, of course, they can 
make it. The way things are going the Re- 
publicans stand a chance of losing control of 
the House. They stand more than a chance 
with an unsatisfactory candidate for Gov- 
ernor,. more especially if that candidate is 
opposed by any great number of Repub- 
licans in Chicago and Cook County. 


Six Seats in Danger. 

The Republicans had 81 of the 153 mem-. 
bers of the House in the last General Assem- 
bly. Nobody can tell what Cook County will 
do, and for the purpose of this calculation it 
fs not considered. The Republicans may 
with all ease lose a representative in six leg- 
islative districts—to-wit.: The Sixteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-sixth, Thirty-eighth, 
Forty-seventh, and Forty-eighth Districts. 
Take these six away from eighty-one and the 
House is gone. 

The Sixteenth is the Curtis-Small district, 
made up of Kankakee and Iroquois Coun- 
ties. Kankakee gave McKinley a majority 
of 3,101. Whittemore, for State Treasurer 
two years later, got 1,152, a loss of nearly 
2,000. Curtis lost his county—Kankakee— 
when he ran for the House two years ago. 

Iroquois saved him. Everybody is famil- 
jar with the row that is going on there. It 
will be brought oufat Gilman March 22, and 
no matter which way it goes the Republic- 
ans may lose a member of the House there. 

The Twentieth District is made up of 
Woodford, Livingston, and Marshall. On 
the Whittemore vote it is about 300 Repub- 
lican. The indications are that the Repub- 
licans may not get two Representatives out 
of that district this time. The Twenty- 
sixth district—Fulton and Tazewell Coun- 
ties—was carried by Dunlap, Democratic 
candidate for State Treasurer, by four ma- 
jority. The Republicans, unless they heal

Situation in Twenty-eighth. 

Republican prospects are not overcheer- 
ful in the Twenty-eighth, a district com- 
posed of Fayette, Bond, and Montgomery 
Counties. It is a Democratic district, but 
the Republicans got two members of the 
House out of it in 1898. It is largely popu- 
lated with coal miners, especially in and 
around Hillsboro and Litchfield. The 
Republicans do not expect to get the extra 
man in the General Assembly this time, al- 
though they will make a fight for him. | 

The Forty-seventh—Madison, Jersey, and 
Calhoun—is Republican by 1,200. Two years 
ago the Republicans got two members of 
the House out of it. Senator Brenholt, Re- 
publican, wants the nomination for Congress 
as against Tom Jett, Democrat, in the dis- 
trict. If Brenholt should be nominated and 
elected there would be a vacancy in the 
Senate. 

Owing to internal dissensſlons among the 
Republicans in Madison County there will 
be a Republican loss of one in the Legisla- 
ture. The Republicans will likely part com- 
pany with a man, too, in the Forty-eighth 
District—Monroe, Randolph, Jackson, and 
Perry Counties—which went Republican on 
the Whittemore vote by 233. One of the 
meanest fights of the whole campaign came 
off among the Republicans in Jackson Coun- 
ty. It made wounds that will not be healed 
for many years. | ° 


Hope for a Landslide. 

It was precipitated by the friends of 
Hanecy, Yates, Reeves, Tanner, Cullom, 
George W. Smith, and Joseph P. Robarts, 
with Colonel Clokey of Decatur prancing 
about the district and adding to the tumult. 
It not only éndangers the Senator but a 
House member as well, and the Democrats 
confidently expect to carry the district. Un- 
less Cook County comes to the rescue with 
a big, heavy Republican vote on election day 
the House will be found to be in great dan- 
ger. A landslide would, of course, settle the 
matter beyond all question. Whittemore 
carried the State by over 45,000, and he did 
not get a plurality in Cook County, either. 
There is no place out in the country where 
the Republicans are likely to gain a legisla- 
tive vote unless a tidal wave comes along. 


Status of the Senate. 


The Republicans have seventeen Senators 
to begin with. They will elect in the Sec- 
ond, Sixth, Eighth, Tenth, Twelfth, Four- 
teenth, Eighteenth, Twenty-second, Twenty- 
foufth, and Thirtieth Districts. They will 
almost certainly have twenty-seven Sena- 
tors. The doubtful districts wherein the 
Republicans. may lose a man are the Six- 
teenth, Twentieth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty- 
eighth, Fortieth, Forty-seventh, Forty- 
eighth, and Fiftieth Districts. 

In the Sixteenth District, if Mr. Small be 
nominated, it is doubted if he can carry his 
district, although his friends say for him 
success will be certain, as he expects to land 
it with Democratic votes. If Rankin of Iro- 
quois be nominated for the Senate he will 
likely meet with determined opposition in 
Kankakee. The Twentieth District is an 
even up thing between the Republicans and 
the Democrats, with the chances in favor of 
the Democrats. The Twenty-sixth is Demo- 
cratic and would have been lost over and 
over again were it not for the political or- 
ganization in Fulton County. Representa- 
tive Albertson of Pekin will doubtless be the 
nominee. The hardest kind of work will be 
required to elect’ him. 


Berry’s District Democratic. 

The Twenty-eighth District, Schuyler, Mc- 
Donough, and Hancock Countiés, is from 
700 to 1,000 Democratic. Orville F. Berry, 
Republican, was given a seat in the Senate 
on a contest as against Manifold, the Demo- 
erat. The exigencies of the time warranted 
the State administration and some other 
people in throwing Manifold out and seating 
Berry. The Republicans may not get that 
district again in the next twenty years. 

Senator Pemberton, Republican, after a 


prodigious battle, carried the Fortieth Dis- 


trict, Coles, Douglas, and Shelby Counties. 
The district is Democratic by a couple of 
hundred at least. Senator Pemberton is 
a candidate for renomination and will make 
a determined effort to win out. The chances 
are against his success. ‘ 

The Forty-seventh, Madison, Jersey, and 
Calhoun Counties, is Democratic, although 
represented by Senator Brenholt, Repub- 
lican. As above indicated, Brenholt wants 
to go to Congress. He is an exceedingly 
popular man, but the redemption of a dis- 
trict in Congress might occasion the loss of 
a seat in the State Senate. 


Trouble in Three Districts. 


Senator Bollinger, Republican, desires re- 


election in the Forty-eighth District. The 
row in Jackson County is bad enough to 
beat any Republican unless, indeed, the 
warring factions get together and patch up 
their differences. Even then they must se- 
cure the votes of the coal miners, or they are 
beaten. 

The Republicans will likely lose a man in 
the Fiftieth District, made up of Alexander, 
Union, and Williamson Counties.

Jack Woods Rescued Near Clark Street 
Bridge Unconscious—His Cries | 
Draw Great Crowd. 


Bernard Hichberger has not been mur- 
dered, neither has he been spirited away. 
He left the city of his own free will, and 
before he went he told some of his friends 
what he was going to do. He will return in 
a short time if his friends can induce him.” 

This statement was made by Police In- 
spector Hartnett yesterday after he had had 
an interview with two men who claimed to 
be friends of the young man who was to 
have wedded Fannie Goldsmith at the Vin- 
cennes club on Thursday night, and whose 
sudden disappearance prostrated his flancée 
and caused disapppintment to a hundred 
guests who had been invited to the cere- 
mony. 

Shortly before the ceremony a relative of 
the bride-elect called. on Sergeant Prindiville 
of the Fiftieth Street Station and notified 
him of the disappearance of the groom. He 
told the sergeant hé feared Hichberger had 
been murdered or. else spirited away by 
persons who did not want him to marry Miss 
Goldsmith. The persons who called on In- 
spector Hartnett said Hichberger had left 
the city to avoid explanations. He would 
return soon, they said, if he could be induced 
to do so by them. The men refused to give 
their names, but one of them said he was 
connected with the firm for which Hich- 
berger had worked. A few days ago, they ex- | 
piained, certain complications arose which 
caused Hichberger to repent of his engage- 
ment to marry Miss Goldsmith. Sooner 
than tell her of his intention to break his 
promise he left the city and asked his 
friends to notify the young woman. 

Last night a well-dressed man, who re- 
fused to give the police his name or address, 
called at the Stanton Avenue Station and 
told Sergeant Murphy that Hichberger was 
now in Cincinnati, O., visiting relatives. 
The stranger refused to speak about the 
man's departure, any more than that he left 
of his own accord. The stranger said that 
he was a friend of Hichberger, and that he 
had seen his friend two hours previous to his

M. Bonnard excited much 
admiration ‘with his artistic singing and 
acting, and, although he wandered from the 
key somewhat in the opening portion of the 
Salve Dimora aria in the garden scene, 
he gave the climax of this beautiful num- 
ber with splendid effect and was heartily 
applauded for the achievement. Through- 
out the rest of the evening his work was 
most gratifying and enjoyable. M. * 
mann made a capital Mephistopheles, giv- 


ing a portrayal which was strikingly re- 


mindful of M. Plancon in point of personal 
appearance, singing, and general conduct. 
And it may be said, further, that M. Boux- 
mann does not suffer to any great extent by 
this comparison. The fine solo in the second 
act was admirably done and caused the au- 
dience to earnestly solicit an encore. Butto 
this the singer wouid not accede. 

The Marguerite was Mile. Berthet, who 
proved herself singulerly inadequate to the 
demands of this réle. Her voice is not un- 
pleasant in point of natural, quality, but it 
is too weak for the part, anz numerous in- 
stances of forced tone and a persistent 
tendency, to sing sharp effectually stifled all 
the traditional illusions which attach to this 
plaintive character. The King in Thule 
song was sung off key almost from beginning 
to end, and the jewel song failed to sparkle 
and scintillate as it should. Mme. Bellet 
was a petite and trim little Siebel, and gave 
an agreeable miniature impersonation of 
this réle. Her voice, however, also is too 
light to produce the effects to which one is 
accustomed.

Administration of Denmark“ West In- 


dian Possessions Explained in View 
of Possible Annexation to the United 
States — Present Revenues Insuf- 
ficient to Pay Expenses of Govern- 
ment—Annual Shortage Made Up by 
Borrowing from Home Treasury.

In his third annual message, submitted 
Mec. 3, 1867, President Andrew Johnson 
called the attention of Congress to the press- 
ing need of a port in the West Indies that 
could be used as a base of naval riger 
in event of a war between this * N e 
an European power, and announced that a 
treaty had been concluded with the King 
of Denmark for the cession of the Danish 
possessions, the Islands of St. Thomas and 
@t. John. The treaty of cession, which had 


already been signed in October of that year, 


was the outcome of negotiations entered 


upon early in 1865 between Mr. Seward, then 


Becretary of State, and General Raasloff, 
the Danish Minister at Washington. While 
the Danish government was at first reluctant 
to consider the proposals of the American 
government, it finally agreed to the cession 


a of the Islands of St. Thomas and St. John 


$7,500,000, subject to the consent of the 


government and consented to the cession, 


the American Senate refused to ratify the 


treaty and thus the negotiations fell to the 
ground. 

Of late the question of the annexation of 
these islands to the United States has again 
arisen and it has been rumored that the 
Danish government is seeking to dispose of 
them to the highest bidder. While we may 
well, take this statement with allowance, 
it is the purpose of this article to show that 
the financial condition of the islands gives 
some force to the rumor and that the time 
is favorable for their purchase by the Amer- 
jean government. The question of the ad- 
yantages of annexation both to the inhab- 
itants of the islands and to the American 
people and the problems attending thereon 
will be reserved for future consideration. 


Situation and Early History. 

Tt is a noteworthy fact that the Danish 
West Indies are almost in touch with 
American territory, lying just east of Porto 
Rico, as the advance guards of the lesser 
Antilles. Trace in your mind an inverted 
right angle with its upper side extending 
from the northeast extremity of Porto Rico 
directly east forty miles and thence its pef- 
péndi¢ular extending south forty miles, and 
you will have touched St. Thomas on the 
northeast and St. Croix on the south, the 


two important islands of the Danish do- 


minion. St. Thomas is about thirteen miles 
long and three wide, with an area some- 
what less than an American township and a 
population of 15,000, nine-tenths of whom 
are colored. St. John is a little island ofa 
thousand inhabitants that lies under the 
lee of St. Thomas and forms part of the 
same administrative district. St. Croix, or 
Santa Cruz, as it is more familiarly known, 
is the largest of the group, containing some 
seventy-four square miles, of which no less 
than sixty-eight are tillable. The popula- 
fon of this island is about 19,000, mostly 
colored, and here, us in the other islands, 
the English language is the common tongue. 
St. Thomas is noted the world over far its 
extellent harbor, while St. Croix is almost 


purely an agricultural island, whose prod- 


ucts of sugar, rum, and molasses have made 
name familiar to ann. 7 


Heritage of 

These islands ‘are held by Denmark as 
a heritage of the gréat colonial movement 
of the seventeenth century. As early as 
1612 the first Danish Bast India company 
was organized, and before 1701 the fourth 
great Danish company, that of the West 
Indies and Guinea, was chartered and given 
a monopoly of the trade of the Gold Coast, 
consisting mainly of ivory and of slaves 
destined for St. Thomas. A few years pre- 
viously, in 1671, Christian V. had sent a 
little expedition to the Antilles to occupy 
in his name the Island of St. Thomas, an 
acquisition. considered to be of small im- 
Hortance at that time, but soon to become 
by the force of circumstances a great depot 
for contraband merchandise on its way to 
the Spanish American possessions. In 1719 
the little island of St. John was occupied, 
and in 1733, by cession from the court of 
France, the Island of St. Croix was ac- 
quired. In 1754 the company was dissolved, 
the King purchasing all of its establish- 
ments for 2,200,000 crowns and reimbursing 
the shareholders. The trade of the islands 
was thereupon thrown open to all subjects 
of Denmark and the prosperity of the 
colonies developed with great rapidity. The 
Wars of Europe, in which Denmark main- 
tained a neutral position, contributed to 
the importance of the islands, and the 
neighboring colonies had frequently to look 
to St. Thomas for slaves and other sup- 
“plies. All of the islands flourished with the 


rise of the tropical sugar trade, and their 


marked commercial decline in recent years 


has been mainly due to the competition of 


thé beet sugar of Europe, which has so 
largely taken away the profits of the cane 
industry.

The two Councils never meet in joint session, 
but in cases concerning laws applicable to 


both communes they may, at the proposal 
of the Governor, refer the same to a joint 


committee, consisting of equal delegations, 


The matter recommended for such proceed- 


ing must, however, first have been laid be- 


fore each Council, and the final decision be 


taken by ft, so far as its interests are con- 
cerned. 

The superior administration is in the hands 
of a Governor, appointed by the King and 
subject to the control of a responsible Min- 
ister of the home government. The law of 
1868 contemplated a Vice Governor for that 
commune where the Governor did not reside, 
but at present the Governor acts as the 
representative of the King in each commune. 
Subject to the fundamental code, the law- 
making power is given to the Council of each 
commune, in conjunction with the King, and 
no laws passed by the Council have any 
validity until countersigned by a responsible 
Minister in behalf of the King. So also in 
the matter of suits of law the Superior Court 
of Denmark is a high court of appeal for 
the islands. Thus it can be seen that in the 
contemplation of the Danish law and the 
organization of the administration the Iis- 
lands are considered as part of Danish terri- 
tory and their inhabitants, as Danish citi- 
zens, protected by all the guarantees of the 
Danish laws 


Islands“ Financial System. 

Not to enter into the details of the financial 
organization of the islands, it may be well 
to say that each commune constitutes a sep- 
arate financial district with its own colonial 
Treasury independent of the Treasury of 
the home government. All revenues collect- 
ed by either commune go into its own Treas- 
ury and all expenditures for its administra- 
tion are paid therefrom. Each forms a sep- 
arate customs district with its own code of 
customs tariff suited to its peculiar needs. 
The local charges for each commune include 
the expenditures for the colonial council, 
the judiciary and police, military, public 
roads, public instruction, sanitation, care 
of the poor and the prisons, postal and tele- 
graph departments, and the miscellaneous 
charges common to every general govern- 
ment. The common expenses incurred for the 
salary of the Governor and the Superior 
Court of the islands are divided between the 
communes. The annual financial bill takes 
the form of a budget, setting forth the prob- 
able expenditures and the revenues de- 
signed to meet them. 

The main source of the revenues of each 
district is indirect taxation, consisting of 
both import and export duties. The customs 
code of St. Thomas and St. John differs rad- 
ically from that of St. Croix—a difference 
due to the fact that the importance of St. 
Thomas is yet primarily commercial, while 
that of St. Croix is agricultural. 

To Encourage Local Interests. 

The tariff applicable to the former, there- 
fore, is designed to encourage the use of 
the port asa distributing point for the neigh- 
boring islands, while that of St. Croix has 
in view the collection of the largest revenue 
consistent with a proper encouragement of 
the sugar industry of that island. The im- 
port duty at St. Thomas is a uniform rate 
of 8 per cent on the value of all goods at 
the last place of exportation, while the im- 
port duties of St. Croix are determined by 
an elaborate schedule upon both an ad 
valorem and a specific basis. In both com- 
munes liberal exemptions obtain in the case 


of articles that are of necessary use in the 


furtherance of local industries, 

An examination of the budget of St. Thom- 
as and St. John for 1899-1900 shows that of 
a total estimated revenue of $95,520, only 
$28,700 is to be raised from direct taxation. 
Of the remainder, the customs dues are cal- 
culated to produce $19,000, while the bal- 
ance is to be produced from other indirect 
taxes, such as ship dues and harbor and 
pilotage charges. In St. Croix for the corre- 
sponding year, of the $154, gross reve- 
nue, the customs dues are accredited with 
producing $88,800 and the direct taxes are 
estimated to produce only $40,380. In nei- 
ther commune does the budget contemplate 
sufficient revenue to meet the annual ex- 
penditure, the deficit for the present year 
being estimated in St. Thomas and St. John 
at $84,166 and in St. Croix at $98,350. | 


Financial Side of Annexation. 


The underlying assumption of the law of 

1863 was that by the arrangement set forth 
the Danish West Indies would become after 
April 1, 1895, financially independent, so that 
from their own revenues they would be able 
to meet all the expenditures required by 
their own necessities, and pay for the cost 
of the control of the mother country as well. 
It was assumed that they might also con- 
tribute in no small degree to the royal Treas- 
ury of Denmark. Indeed, the law of 1863 
specifically provided for an annual contri- 
bution of $28,000 from St. Thomas and St. 
John for a period of ten years. St. Croix was 
to be free from such contribution for the 
same period, but thereafter an annual con- 
tribution was contemplated from each Treas- 
ury, the amount of which was to be fixed by 
law. 
As seen from the appended table, the hope 
of aid to the state Treasury from colonial 
revenues proved delusive, for in the ten 
years subsequent the net deficit in St. 
Thomas and St. John was no less than 
$16,000. In this commune there has not been 
a surplus in any year since 1879, but the 
deficit has steadily increased until in some 
years it has reached as high as $90,000. In 
St. Croix the financial history has been 
similar, the deficit in certain years amount- 
ing to no less than $100,000. These deficits 
have been met by borrowing from the home 
Treasury, the running account of which in- 
debtedness may be seen from the subjoined 
table. The amount of this indebtedness on 
March 31, 1898, was no less than $1,045,418 
for St. Thomas and St. John, while that of 
St. Croix amounted to $084,124, in addition 
to which from certain special loans the lat- 
ter commune is further indebted to the 
home Treasury to an amount on March 31, 
1897, of $238,012, the interest on which she 
has been unable to pay since 1884. 

From time to time changes have been 
proposed in the fundamental law so that 


by the assumption of some of the local ex- 


penditures these annual deficits might be 
avoided. The latest and most sweeping pro- 
posal was made in 1895-'86 by the Danish 
government in the hope that it might be 
accepted by the colonies so as to go into 
operation April 1, 1897. In brief, the plan 
was to reduce the islands from a position of 
colonial independence to the position occu- 
pied by the local communes of Denmark, 
but the scheme fell to the ground because 
of the opposition of the colonial councils. 


Insisted on Home Rule. 


Notwithstanding the inducement that by | 


the acceptance of the scheme the debt of the 
colonies to the home Treasury would be 
canceled, the inhabitants objected to being 
deprived of the control of their own revenues 
unless at the same time they were given 
representation in the Danish Rigsdag. In 
the petition of the Colonial Council of St. 
Croix to the home government relative to 
this matter, after enumerating the causes 
of the economic decline of the colonies, the 
memorial states that the present conditions 
call for some radical remedy, but protests 
against the proposed bill on the ground that 
its enactment would mean abrogation 
of the home rule principle. Thus both the 
home government and the colonial govern- 
ment realize that the present arrangement 


. is u@patisfactory, and at the same time 


acknowledge that the annual deficits can- 
not be avoided unless some of the local ex- 
penditures 1 assumed by the home Treas- 


min this connestion, it may be asked wheth- 
er, under the administration of the American 
government, there would arise a similar def- 
ſeit from year to year. In answer to this 
question, it is to be noted first of all that one 
of the heaviest items of expenditure that is 
now paid from the colonial Treasuries is 
that for the military establishment. While 
it is true that under the Danish administra- 
tion this expenditure is required solely for 
local needs, under American administration 
the expenditute would all be assumed by

VOTE AID FOR PORTO RICO 


RELIEF APPROPRIATION BILL Is 
; PASSED BY THE SENATE. 


President Will Have $2,005,455 to 
' Spend on Island—But a Few Scat- 
‘ tering No Votes Are Recorded—Al- 
Jen's Amendment Defining Consti- 
tutional Rights Is Defeated — Day 
Set for Quay Discussion — Mason 
Urges His Boer Resolution. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—After a de- 
bate at times spirited, extending over parts 
of two days, the Senate today passed the 
Porto Rican relief appropriation bill. The 
measure carries $2,095,455, the President 
being authorized to use that sum “ for public 
education, public works, and other govern- 
mental and public purposes in Porto Rico. 
Following is the text of the measure: 

Be it enacted, etc., that the sum of $2,005,455, 
being the amount of customs revenue received 
on importations by the United States from Porto 
Rico since the evacuation of Porto Rico by the 
Spanish forces Oct. 16, 1898, to Jan. 1, 1900, shall 
be placed at the disposal of the President, to be 
used for the government now existing and which 
may hereafter be established in Porto Rico, and 
for public education, public works, and other 
governmental and public purposes therein, and 
the said sum, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated for the purposes 
herein specified out of any moneys in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 


Allen Amendment Beaten. 

Mr. Allen [Neb.] offered an amendment to 
the bill declaring that the constitution ex- 
tends over Porto Rico by its own force, but 
it was laid on the table by the decisive vote 
to 17, as follows:

In answer to a question by Mr. Allen [Neb.] 
Mr. Allison replied that under the military 
government in Porto Rico all food products, 
farm implements, and many other useful and 
necessary articles were admitted free of 
duty. He said it was proposed to pass a 
Porto Rican bill in the Senate which would 
be entirely just to Porto Rico and to the 
United States. 

Mr. Allen—Does that include the tariff 
provision? 

Mr. Allison—Undoubtedty. 

Mr. Allen asked what rates of duty the 
goods of Porto Rico were now paying in the 
United States. 

“They are paying the rates fixed by the 
Dingley act,“ replied Mr. Allison. The bill 
we shall pass for Porto Rico will be liberal 
and just to all. I take it there is no Senator 
on either side of this chamber who would 
propose to continue the present commercial 
conditions between the United States and 
Porto Rico for any considerable time. I 
want the matter hastened in every way 
possible.“ 
| Reason for the Bill. 

Mr. Jones inquired where the money came 
from that was being expended in Porto Rico 
now and had been expended heretofore. 

Mr. Foraker replied a large amount had 
been expended from the war emergency fund 
and some had been expended from customs 
receipts. The War department hoped relief 
would be afforded by Congress, but the relief 
had been delayed so long the present proposi- 
tion had been brought in. 

Mr. Tillman said there was evidently so 
much division among the Republicans it ap- 
peared doubtful, to him whether they would 
be able to enact any Porto Rican legislation 
at all. Referring to the difference between 
the treatment of Hawii and Porto Rico as to 
. admission of their respective products 

ir. Tillman said: 

Senators owe it to themselves not to 
show such discrimination on the one hand 
and such outrages on the other.”’ 


Tillman Explains His Vote. 

He was going to vote for the pending 
bill, he said, because the enactment of the 
measure into law was the only way to re- 
store, to the people of Porto Rico taxes 
taken from them wrongfully and uncon- 
stitutionally. He favored a civil government 
fer the island, and criticised the expendi- 
tures under the present military system as 
expensive. There is no sense, no justice, 
and no honesty,’’ he said, in having those 
poor people robbed simply because they 
have come under our dominion.” 

He thought the Republican party was in 
a dilemma, but thought it would come out 
all right. You are the best organized 
party I ever saw, he said, and no mat- 
ter how you talk I’ve no doubt 9 all 
round up on the vote.“ 

The bill as reported by the Senate com- 
mittee was then passed without division, 
only a. few scattering noes being heard 
against it. 

Day Set for Quay Case. 

An order was made by the Senate as to 
consideration of the case of former Senator 
Quay, it being unanimously agreed that it 
should be taken up two weeks from next 
Tuesday and discussed until disposed of, the 
discussion not to interfere with the unfin- 
ished business. 

Mr. Hoar [Mass.] offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, directing. the Secretary 
of War to communicate to the Senate a letter 
of Emilio Aguinalde, dated at Bacoor, July 
15, 1898, addressed to the American com- 
mander and forwarded to General Merritt 
on July 27, 1898.“ 

Mr. Mason entered a motion that the 
Foreign Relations committee be discharged 
from further consideration of his resolution 
expressing sympathy for the Boers. Under 
the rules the motion went over. 


| Additions to House Bill. 

The bill for establishing a civil govern- 
ment in Porto Rico has been practically 
completed by the subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Insular Affairs. In addition 
to the features already published the com- 
mittee has incorporated provisions relating 
to corporations. The bill prohibits the issue 


of stock or bonds except for cash or the 


issue of stock or bond dividends. It pro- 
hibits the granting of public franchises by 
private bills, but provides for a general fran- 
chise law reserving to the Legislature the 
power to amefid, alter, or repeal franchises 
at will and also the right to purchase such 
It prohibits the organization of 
banks of issue and the organization of agri- 
The latter provision 
is to prevent the agricultural lands of the 
island falling into the hands of a big cor- 
poration. Following the law in this coun- 
try, it also provides that banks procuring 
title to lands in payment of debts must dis- 
pose of such land within five years. 


MARSH’S BILL RECOMMENDED.

This 

would seem to be a victory for the Penn- 

syivanian were it not for the fact that his 

case will not be permitted to interfere with 

the Porto Rican bill, the Spooner resolution 

in regard to the Philippines, the appropria- 
tion bills, and conference reports. 

Under this agreement the Porto Rican 

tion and conference reports will 
have the right of way over the Quay case, 
and, from present indications, there will be 
precious little time when some one of these 
measures is not before the Senate. 

In the meantime, however, the Quay case 
will be considered, but those who have stud- 
fed the situation are unwilling to predict 
that a vote will be secured this session. It 
is understood the Quay case will be con- 
sidered from time to time until April 3, but 
all the speeches made up to that time will 
be in favor of seating the Pennsylvania boss. 
Beginning at that time, those who are op- 
posed to seating will discuss the case, 
and there are flifteen or eighteen Senators 
who have long set speeches which they pro- 
pose to deliver before they will agree to 
take a vote. Some of these speeches will 
consume two days in delivery, and these 
alone will require about a month’s time. 
Aside from this, there is a disposition to 
filibuster against the seating of Quay, an 
this, of course, will defer the vote. :

Judge Dunne Decides That a Man and 
Wife Are Not One in Modern

„Can a man and wife conspire?’’ was the 
question which brought out an interesting 
discussion yesterday afternoon between: 
Judge Dunne and Attorney O. P. Bonney. 
The attorney held that a man and wife 
are one in the eyes of the law and cannot 
conspire. Judge Dunne, however, decided 
otherwise. The case was a slander suit for 
650,000 brought by Mrs. Clara I. Merrell 
against C. H. Marshall, former President 
of the Travelers’ Preferred Accident asso- 
ciation. Mr. Marshall was charged with 
naving said that Mra, Merrell and her hus- 
band entered into a consplracy to defraud 
the company. His attorney sought to prove 
that as such a thing was impossible the 
complainant had no case in law. 

„This case is being tried,“ said Attorney 
Bonney, on the assumption that a woman 
can conspire with her husband. In the eyes 
of the law there can be no conspiracy be- 
tween husband and wife, since they are 
one, and one party is not sufficient to a 
conspiracy.”’ | 

„It may be that if you go back far 
enough, said Judge Dunne, you will find 
that man and his wife were regarded as one, 
but that is no longer true.“

imposed upon them. The claim is set forth 
in many of the letters that the stamp tax 
is equal to an income tax of $70 for each 
retail druggist in the United States and that 
this burden is in no way transferred to the 
‘Consumers Escape the Burden. 
“Tt apparently was assumed that the 
burden of the stamp tax would fall upon 
the consumers, said Secretary Wooten, 
“and thus be distributed widely, but, as 
a matter of fact, trade conditions have been 
and are such that the entire tax is borne 
either by the manufacturer or the retail 
dru It is not shifted to the consum- 
ers, and this fact is the best possible evi- 
dente that it cannot be so shifted. Where 
thig tax is shifted to the retail 8 
it ig said to be equivalent to an ann tax 
upoh their gross profits from all sales of 
this class of goods of 25 per cént—an enor- 


mous burden inflicted upon a most loyal, 


industrious, and reputable class of busi- 
ness-men.”’ 

AS near as can be estimated the revenue 
derived during the last fiscal year from 
the stamp tax on medicinal preparations, 
perfumery, and cosmetics was $4,000,000. It 
is declared by the druggists that this tax 
in itself is grossly unjust and discrimina- 
ti 


„The government is collecting, not only 
es enough to pay all necessary ex- 
es, said a druggist yesterday, but 

it ig exacting from the taxpayers $7,000,000 

or $8,000,000 every month in excess of all 
needs. The government does not need this, 
money. Why, then, should it contine to 

single out a few men to bear burdens im- 

posed upon no other class of people? If 

this stamp tax was levied in the form of 
an income tax it would arouse the indigna- 
tion of all thinking men.“ 

In its effect upon the manufacturers of 

proprietary medicines the stamp tax in many 

cases has amounted practically to a con- 
fiscation of profits, according to the state- 
ments made. The manufacturer sells his 
goods at two-thirds or less than two-thirds 
of the nominal retail price, so that the tax 
of 2% per cent, which is understood to be 
imposed upon the nominal retail price, 
amounts on an average to at least 4 per cent 
of his gross receipts, which is equal to 80 
or 40 per cent of his net receipts. . 


Case Stated by a Manufacturer. 


A representative Chicago manufacturer 


stated the situation as follows, speaking 
from his own experience: ö 

Before the present law we made 7 per 
cent net on our gross receipts. Since July 1, 
1898, we have not made a dollar of profit, 
and should the tax continue we will be 
driven out of business. In the first place, all 
our materials are imported, and we pay on 
them a heavy tariff tax. Second, we sell 
our manufactured goods, according to the 
long established usage of the trade, at 60 
per cent of the retail price. The stamp tax 
of 2% per cent on the retail price, therefore, 


equals nearly 4% per cent on every dollar we 


receive. Third, we make many small ship- 
ments by express, and every express pack- 
age costs us one cent för war tax. As such 
shipments reach something like 300 daily we 
are thus forced to pay $800 or $900 a year tax 
for the privilege of shipping our goods. 
Fourth, as we advertise directly with the 
newspapers (instead of through an agency) 
we are obliged to make many small pay- 
ments, and the revenue stamps on our bank 
checks average $20 each month. We thus 
are forced to pay a tax of $240 a year for the 

vilege of paying our small debts. we 

ve been unable to change our price with- 
out upsetting our business, and between 
these four different sets of taxes every dollar 
of profit in our business is taken by the gov- 
ernment. We are simply waiting and hop- 
ing for the day when Congress will relieve 
us of a part of this load. We cannot believe 
that a free government will insist on crush- 
ing a citizen who asks merely the privilege 
of doing an honest business.“

We are driving out good citizens whom 
we want to keep here, he said. because of 
Chicago's village-like ideas. Uncontrolled 
smoke and dust and the use of nearly all 
driveways by heavy traffic teaming have 
been objects of criticism.”’ . 

D. K. Cochran asserted the committee must 
make a favorable report, as the property- 
owners were to pay the cost of the improve- 
ment.

. Barker will be driven out of business be- 
«cause he can’t reach the city.“ Mr. Barker 
finally admitted his teams had not used these 
streets since 1804. 

L. D. Condee led the opposition. He said: 
A good deal of buncombe has been talked 
here. There are people who don't ride 
bicycles, nor ride in carriages, nor own auto- 

biles, and if they drive wagons for a liv- 
ng they have as much right to the street as 
the man with the automobile. Sneer at 
South Chicago manufacturing interests if 
you will, but if you sneer them out of the 
city you sneer the wealth out. Lake avenue 
is the natural right of way for a street car 
line and not for a boulevard.” 

The question of holding an election to de- 
cide the problem was considered, and another 
public meeting probably may be held. 


Work on the Budget. 

The Council Finance committee made little 
progress on the new appropriation bill. The 
school budget was considered, President 
Harris of the Board of Education arguing 
that his estimate of approximately $10,000,- 
000 should be allowed. Of this amount 
$2,500,000 is for building. It was insisted 


equally for buildings and maintenance. 
President Harris asserted this would cause 
trouble, as more money was needed for 
maintenance. Mayor Harrison also took 
this position. The sum of $625,000 firally was 
transferred from the building to the main- 
tenance fund. Had the board insisted on 
its full share of 5 per cent of the valuation 
it could have claimed $17,250,000. The new 
budget furthen provides for $1,000,000 for 
time warrants issued for the salaries of 
teachers during January and February. 

On the advice of Corporation Counsel 
Walker $35,000 borrowed money will ie re- 
paid to the Library board. 

City Attorney Ryah was before the com- 
mittee and it is probable a special force of 
detectives may be allotted to this office to 
aid in checking frauds in personal injury 
cases against the city.

Steevens at Ladysmith. 
“From Cape Town to Ladysmith: An 
Unfinished Record of the South African 
War.“ By G. W. Steevens. Edited by 
Vernon Blackburn. Dodd, Mead & CO. 
RAGMENTARY as is this record of the 
Natal campaign, it is a brilliant and 
memorable book. It is also asad book 
—sad because of its fun and its brave 
tsomeness of heart. No one can 
read this brief but marvelously graphic ac- 
count ot the early battles of the Boer war 
without feeling a sense of personal loss at 
the thought that George W. Steevens died 
during the siege of Ladysmith with the rich 
promise of his thirty years left forever un- 
It is a simple fact that no living man can 
fill Mr. Steevens’ place as war correspondent. 
He was. doing for journalism what Kipling 
has done for the short story, but Kipling 
himself could not combine the accurate state- 
ment of fact with the same genius for swift 
and vivid delineation. He was the greatest 
living master of brilliant descriptive news- 
paper writing. Americans began to suspect 
as much when he came here and wrote 
“The Land of the Dollar.“ describing Chi- 
cago in his jocular way as the cynosure 
and cesspool of the world.’’ The judgment 


was strengthened when he wrote With 
Kitchener to Khartum,“ and his volumes on 


India and on the Dreyfus case. The final 
confirmation, if any were needed, might now 
be found in this volume, From Cape Town 
to Ladysmith,” the greater part of which 


Was written amid the dangers and sufferings 
of the siege that finally snuffed out, his life. 


But there is no gloom in his part of the 


book. He gives the impression that it is quite 
and 


a joke to be bombarded and 
forced to live mostly in holes in the ground. 
“I know now,” he says, ‘how a fly in a 
beer bottle feels.“ 


Mr. Stevens reached Cape Town in October 
and at once began his delightful series of 
brilliant «nap-shot pictures.

Little. Funk & Wagnalls company. 

Students of history and all persons who 
want speedy access to the dates of the chief 
events in the world’s history will find Mr. 

Little's monumental work invaluable. One 

can readily understand how it required 

nine years and a large sum of money to cre- 
ate this volume of 1,462 pages. It is the 
most comprehensive and usable dictionary 
of dates thus far compiled. It includes the 
dates of the chief events from 5,000 B. C. to 
the beginning of A. D. 1895. These are ar- 
ranged on an original and praiseworthy 
plan, which makes each date or event a- 


cessible in a moment and at the same time 


gives the contemporary events at a glance. 

The classification adopted by Mr. Little 
is threefold—by countries, by dates, and by 
the nature of the event—and the whole is 
further made accessible by an elaborate al- 
phabetical index, containing 125,000 entries. 
The system is such as to answer the three- 
fold question, Where, when, and what? The 
classification by countries is in alphabetica! 
order, and the events in each country are 
then classified according to date. A further 
step in arrangement is made by grouping 
the events of each year under subheads de- 
noting their nature, such as Army,“ 
Art.“ “ Births and Deaths,” Church,“ 
„Society.“ This provides thoroughly for 
the finding of an event if the date is known. 
If it is the date that is sought the alpha- 
betical index comes into service. 

One of the best features of this plan of 
arrangement is the fact that it shows what 
comtemporaneous events were occurri in 
other parts of the world at any 8 
Thus a glance at the date of the birth of 
Columbus shows in the adjoining columns 
what other events were happening in Italy 
at that time, and by turning to the same date 
in other countries one may in a short time 
trace the conditions throughout the civilized 
world during the youth and manhood of Co- 
lumbus. Authors need not be told that such 
a book may save weeks. or months of la- 
bortous research. Students and writers on 
historical subjects will find it a friend in 
need. Nor is its usefulness limited to book- 
ish folks, for it records events of all kinds 
down to a date so comparatively recent as 
to be of value to business-men, politicians, 
lawyers, doctors, and newspaper writers. 
The later dates have been taken largely

Typographically the work is all that good 
printing, bold-faced catch lines, and ar- 
tistic arrangement can make it. It would 
be useless to hope that evem the well-known 
carefulness of Mr. Little has eliminated all 
errors, and a practical test of the volume 
will undoubtedly reveal errors of omission;

LONDON, March 7.—William Waldorf As- 

tor, despite the fact that he is now a natural- 
1 citizen of Great Britain, continues to 
make himself unpopular with his new-found 
countrymen. He is at present engaged in 
another row with the Thames Conservancy 
poard, which has jurisdiction over the banks 
of the river. 
‘When Astor first purchased Cliveden he 
prought down contempt upon his head by 
refusing the public the right to drive over 
the roads of the estate, this notwithstanding 
the roads had been used by the public for 
centuries. One of these roads leads down to 
the Thames. The Conservancy board main- 
tains a ferry and a ferryman there for the 
convenience of the public, The ferry has 
been an institution there almost since the 
foundation of the Cliveden estate. 

Astor now refuses to allow the poor fer- 
ryman to have even his coal and proyisions 
brought to him by cart, since to do so means 
trespassing on his sacred grounds. In con- 
sequence the ferryman is forced to pack all 
of his supplies, including every ounce of 
coal, on his back for two miles. This one 
road Astor has been unable to close to foot 
passengers. The ferry, which is maintained 
by the government, must have some outlet, 
and the government insists that the public 
shall be allowed to use this footpath whether 
Mr. Astor likes it or not. Inasmuch as the 
government is even greater than Mr. Astor, 
the disgruntled American exile is forced to 
submit, but he takes his revenge out on the 
helpless ferryman. 

This is only one of many rows Mr. Astor 
has had with the Conservancy board through 
his arbitrary acts. Another recent one was 
caused by Mr. Astor refusing the public the 
privilege of picnicking on the banks of the 
river on his estate. 

Makes the Prince Tired.“ 

His English neighbors do not hesitate to 
speak in anything but complimentary tones 
of him, and it has been frequently sug- 
gested that America was in tuck when it 
lost him as a citizen. Mr. Astor's attempts 
to break into English society have so far 
been discouraging. An intimate of the Prince 
of Wales is authority for the statement that 
his Royal Highness in speaking of Mr. Astor 
not long ago said: That man makes me

Policy of the University Now to Admit to 
the Course for the Degree of Bachelor 
of Civil Law Any Person Having a De- 
gree from Another College.

Oxford, Feb. J. —Tne university has this 
Week favorably considered in congregation 
two proposed statutes, first approved by the 
Hebdomadal Council, which, if enacted by 
the university in convocation, as there is 
every reason to believe they will be, will 
mark two important departures in the policy 
of the university, and effect changes of espe- 
Clal interest and importance to American 
students. 

The traditional exclusiveness and con- 


Servatism of Oxford has hitherto imposed 


rigid restrictions upon the study of law.

The institution of these new degrees fol-

The government of Oxford University is 
broadly democratic. All proposed statutes 
must first be submitted to a meeting of the 
congregation of the university, which is com- 
posed of all Masters of Arts ok the university 
who reside within a mile and one-half of 
Carfax, as the tower at the center of thé city 
is called. A measure may be said to have 
its first reading and committee stage in con- 
gregation. Amendments may be proposed 
and considered which haye been duly re- 
ported to council, and, in the form approved 
by congregation, proposed statutes come for 
final enactment on a subsequent date be- 
fore the university in convocation, which 
includes all Masters of Arts who maintain 
their membership in the university by the 
payment of annual dues. It is also by vote 
in convocation that the two representatives 
in Parliament and all officérs and professors 
of the university are elected, honorary de- 
grees conferred, the seal of the university 
authorized (in each partiqular instance) to 
be affixed to innumerable leases and other 


legal instruments, and the business of the 


great university generally conducted. Full 
noticé of all business to be presented to the 
respective houses, including the text of all 
proposed statutes and amendments to be 
considered, is given in the University Ga- 
zette, an official weekly publication. 

Among the Americans at present in Ox- 
ford may be mentioned Dr. Francis Brown 
of Union Theological Seminary; Professor 
Baldwin of Princeton, o is engaged in 
work on his Dictionary of Vhilosophy; and 
Professor Howison of the University of Cali- 
fornia. Professor Armstrong of Wesleyan 
University, who was in Oxford during the 
autumn, has gone to Cambridge. There ap- 
pears to exist at Oxford a strong sentiment 
of regard and attachment for the American 
scholars, who are personally known here 
or distinguished in their professional work, 
and the most cordial and fraternal feeling is 
displayed towards the American educational

kitchen. He had everybody eat in restau- 
rants. Everybody eats ina restaurant more 
or less frequently here. German Michel 
thinks himself ill used if he is prevented 
from taking dinner with wife and children 
away from home on holidays and Sundays. 

The prejudice against the family kitchen 
is of long standing in this country. One is 
often tempted to believe it is a survival of 
the stone age or some more distant period, 
when the European cave dweller consumed 
his prey in its original physical condition.

| Universal Kitchen Invented. 

The most recent advance toward Bei- 
lamy’s ideal was recently brought to light— 
the kitchen for everybody has arrived. 

Characteristically enough the new kitchen 
is an outgrowth of the military organiza- 
tion of the country. Herr L. Hoehnke, the 
inventive genius who has made the latest 


onslaught upon the household cook stove, 


has for twenty-three years operated a field 
kitchen during the army maneuvers. He 
regularly feeds the Second and Seventeenth 
Army Corps for three or four weeks in 
spring and autumn, and has at times had 
the contract to supply the First and the 
Fifth also with hot dinners. To feed 20,000 
men has become no task at all for him. 

a few months ago it occurred to Herr 
Hoehnke it would be easy to deliver hot 
dinners to the people of Berlin as it is to 
follow a cavalry brigade. He rented a va- 
cant lot at Weissensee, a suburb in the east- 


ern part of the city, and erected two or 


three one-story brick buildings. | 


The floors were laid with tiles, and six of 


Bromberg and set up in series of three on 
either side of a large furnace and boiler 
plant. | Ba 

Herr Hoehnke then laid in a stock of pota- 
toes, peas, beans, lentils, carrots, turnips, 
and other winter vegetables, and was ready 
to begin business. His field delivery wagons 
only required repainting. They are huge 
kettles with double walls mounted upon 
strong two-wheeled trucks. The potatoes 
(which are an indispensable part of évery 
dinner here), meat and peas, beans or vegeta- 
bles, are cooked in separateoilers by steam 
from the same pipes. The savory concoc- 
tion is ladled steaming hot into the kettle 
wagon and stirred together. The driver 
mounts the box, two uniformed young men 
take their places on steps at the rear of 
the vehicle, and when the last ladleful is

circulating around the interior kettle keeps 
the mixture hot. | | 
Herr Hoehnke has one price, no matte 

what the bill of fare. He sells a liter for 

10 pfennige (two and a half cents). His first 
menu was peas, potatoes, and pork. The 
mext day he had carrots and young peas, 

potatoes, and beef. Then followed green 
beans, potatoes, and mutton; barley grits, 
with plums, potatdes, and smoked meat, and 
other popular German dishes. 

15 It would be a mistake to infer from the 
moderate price that Herr Hoehnke is a 
philanthropist. Workingmen who have had 
to eat rye bread and sausage or cheese or 
have their wives fetch their dinner to them 
have no doubt voted him a benefactor, but 
mis enterprise is purely money-making. He 

¢alculates a fair profit, while at the same 
time using nothing but first-class mate- 
rials. He buys his meats, potatoes, peas, 
and vegetables by the carload and has them 
delivered on the premises by rail from the 
central wholesale market and the slaughter- 
houses, Economy in the cooking arrange- 
ments enables Herr Hoehnke to prepare din- 
ner for 4,000 people. He is now running five 

Wagons with less fuel than a hundred in- 
dependent families would require, | 
The wagons follow a particular route in 
the east, northeast, and southeast of Berlin 
and deliver to regular and chance customers 
like any milk depler or kerosene peddler. 
The plant is being enlarged and branch es- 
tablishments are planned in other sections 
of the city. | 
A visitor to the new kitchen can testify 
that the utmost cleanliness is observed. The 
dishes are not according to the average 
American taste, but they are served in quite 
the same fashion in hundreds of popular 
restaurants. | 

Herr Hoehnke is ambitious. He intends to 
try a number of experiments after the enter- 
prise is well on its feet. He thinks families 

can be served with four course dinners at 30 
pfennige, about 7% cents, a person. 

Another idea is to run wagons with coffee, 
tea, chocolate, and rolls and sweetcakes 
during the afternoon. When Herr Hoehnke’s 
enterprise reaches this stage, there will be 
no further necessity for the cook stove, for 
the morning coffee can be prepared over a 
spirit lamp.

It Is likely not less than thirty 
or thirty-five yessels will be placed in ordi- 
nary at the League Island navy yard, some 
of them of the first-class type. 

The question presented, however, is how 
such ships may be properly officered in time 
of emergency. As matters stand now, the 
register of ships is far beyond the capacity 
of the personnel to properly officer. The tor- 


pedo boats and destroyers will have to be 


laid up, and even for this purpose the govern- 
seen possesses the most inadequate facili- 
ties. 

There is an appropriation for torpedo boat 
houses and railways, to be built at the Bos- 
ton navy yard, but nothing has been done 
toward building such an establishment.

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EDUCATION 


SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES LAG BE- 
HIND THE GERMAN AND ENGLISH. 


IN FRANCE. 


Ender the Present Political Regime 
State Educational Institutions Are 


Sanitary Conditions a Disgrace toa 

Civilized State—Americans Advised 

| Against Sending Children to Re- 
Education at Present. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE BY GRACE CORNEAU.] 
PARIS, March 8.—It is palpably evident 
that a great effort is being made in France 
to attract young American students to 
Paris. Jealous of the success of German 
institutions in securing the bulk of the 
American student clientéle, France has re- 
solved to mak@an endeavor to turn the tide 
of American collegiate patronage. M. 
Leygues, the Minister of Public Instruction 
and Beaux Arts, accepted with empresse- 


ican Washington birthday dinner, and he 
found the occasion an excellent one upon 
which to laud the French colleges and unl- 

. Wersities, only natural upon the part of a 
French Minister of Public Instruction and 
politician. 

It is particularly as a politician that M. 
Leygues shines. He has been clever enough 
as such to keep in the good graces of all 
the political parties of every political color 
from the Cabinet Brisson down. = 
~ So much for his political career. As Min- 
ister of Public Instruction, however, he has 
béen a complete failure. Under him the 
universities and colleges have gone from 
bad to worse and the national theater and 
opera have fallen into such a state of deca- 
dence that even thé French press has taken 
up the matter, amd when the French press 
gets around to feeling there is something 
wrong one may generally conclude things 
are in a bad state. 

It does not suffice for M. Leygues to in- 
dicate the superiority of French universi- 
ties to warrant the American youth to 
change his foreign alma mater from Ger- 
Many to France. 


Mediocrity of French Schools. 

The present mediocrity of French state 
universities and colleges is notorious—so no- 
torious, in fact, that a man like Sarcey, thor- 
oughly au courrant with both defects and 
qualities, sent his sons to England to be 
educated. 

French people who do not care whether 
their boys are functionaries or not imitate 
Sarcey’s example. The state colleges and 
universities are inferior to the private in- 
stitutions. The fact is so well known that 
it us been a theme in Parliament for sev- 
eral years. 

Aside from the religious question involved, 
that private institutions in charge of the 
Jesutis are hotbeds of reaction and inculcate 
anti-republican ideas, there is no question of 
the superiority of these private institutions, 
and the best proof of this is that boys edu- 
cated in them pass their bachelor degree 
examinations more creditably and in greater 
nug bers than boys educated in the state 


-Sanitary Conditions a Disgrace. 

The sanitary conditions prevailing in the 
State lyeées or colleges is a disgrace to 
a civilized country. The filth of the Lycée 
St. Louis—where eight boys died of typhoid 
fever in a week—cannmot be written. M. 
Leygues knew of the condition of the build- 
ing, but took no steps whatever to bring 
about an improvement of the sanitary con- 
dition until a panic started among the 
students of the college and the daily press 
devoted columns to its filthy condition. . 


. State Schools Atheistic. 

Morality is not taught in the state institu- 

tions, which are the foyers of infidelity and 
atheism, presenting a real danger to young 
men, who are taught disrespect for religion 
and Christianity itself. This is hardly the 
influence American parents desire for their 
eons, whose educational surroundings must 
influence the formation of both their minds 
and character. 

In Germany and England the colleges are, 
as a‘ rule, Christian. Boys learn respect for 
religion and respect for the proper authority. 
The influence is wholesome, and young men 
run less danger of going wrong than in 
France, where the reckless lack of restraint 
and lack of principles has brought so many 
of the young American students to grief. 

Surroundings during the period of college 
education have much to do with the forming 
of the future young man. Environment 
during such a time has a lasting influence 
upon the character. 7 

Then there is the question of the education 
itself, what are the real advantages of 
French collegiate education that at the pres- 
ent moment France is so anxious to er 
young Americans. Save for art students, it 
is difficult to see what these serious advan- 
tages are. 


French College Education. 

The French college education is a ‘‘ cram 

system,“ rarely thorough—an excessive de- 

velopment of inteilectuality without a cor- 

responding development of force. It pro- 

-duces men who know a great deal, perhaps, 

but who bave not the force to use their 
knowledge. 

Instability is the crying defect in French 
institutions and in the French character. 
it is contagious and would be sure to have 
a bad influencé upon the young people of 
America. 

Another dangerous defect in the French 
system of education is the tendency it has 
to break down all ideas of legitimate au- 
thority. What made France great in the 
past—the striving for individual liberty—is 
ruining France today, where everybody 
wants to think and act and rule the country 
in his own fashion. No one wants to sub- 
mit to proper authority and even the gov- 
ernment makes and breaks laws to suit per- 
sonal political exigencies.

Far Behind Germany. 

In choosing colleges and universities for 
4ts future citizens it is well that it is under- 
stood in the United States exactly what are 
the influences under which the young men 
will come if sent to France to be educated, 
and it may be fairly stated that, other con- 
siderations left aside, excepting in some of 

the classics, the French universities are be- 
hind those of Germany, particularly in the 
scientific branches. 

There rests the consideration of the ad- 
vantage of learning the French language. 

Two generations ago this consideration 
would have been an important one. To- 
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Gay, with the present French for- 
eign policy of abstentation, France 
is rapidly taking a back seat in 


the world. Every day Germany is growing 
more important. It will be German, not 
French, that for the American youth will 
be necessary. France will take a less and 
less prominent part in the diplomatic inter- 
national questions of the future. Both Ger- 
many and the United States are crowding 
her out. 

It is quite natural that France should de- 
ire so excellent a clientéle for colleges and 
universities as the American youth would 
make, but it is also natural that Americans, 
who are most interested in the matter, 
should want something vastly superior than 
anything that exists at present in French 
Colleges or universities to change the tide 
of American youth towards Germany. 

As for the public schools, they are so 
inferior to any in America, even in the 
smallest towns, that an Illinois teacher who 
recently visited them declared the children 
attending them were to be pitied.

An addition is about to take place to the 
number of British Peeresses in their own 
right, which is not without an American 
end, and, therefore, of American interest. 
The Scotch Earl of Perth and of Melford, 
who is likewise Duke of Melford and Count 
of Lussan, in France, is at the present mo- 
ment ill, and inasmuch as the fine looking 
old fellow is 3 94 years of age, it is hard- 
ly likely that he will recover. It has been 
stated over and over again in the American 
newspapers that his honors will be inherited 
by the daughter of his grandson, Lord Drum- 
mond, son of Viscount Forth. Lord Drum- 
mond’s daughter is today waitress in a 
Brooklyn restaurant, and she styles her- 
self, I believe, Miss May Drummond. But 
her pretensions to the honors of her great- 
grandfather are denied by the old Earl, and 
I have in my possession a letter from him 
over his signature, declaring that she has 
no sort of a claim upon him or upon his 
dignities. 

Lord Drummond, his grandson, came to 
this country after a runaway marriage with 
one of his maternal grandmother's domes- 
tics, and established himself in New York, 
where, after acting in turn as elevated rail- 
road conductor and tieket chopper, car 
driver, etc., he finally died in 1887 as night 
mail porter of one of the big New York dal- 
lies, in a state of complete destitution. His 
widow has married again. t is claimed by 
Lord Perth and his family that her mar- 
riage with Lord Drummond, who was a 
number of years her junior, was illegal by 
reason of the fact that she had at the time 
already another husband living, and this 
view is adopted by Burke and other English 
Peerages, which contain no mention of 
young Lord Drummond's marriage. 

Lord Perth’s heir, or rather heiress, will be 
his younger daughter by his second marriage 
with the daughter of Lord Decies, Arch- 
bishop of Tuam. She bears the name of 
‘Lady Marie Drummond, and is an elderly 
spinster of some 50 years of age, who on 
her father’s. death will become in her own

A two-line cable dispatch from Nice an- 
nounces that Baroness Rhaden has been 
stricken with blindness, and that she is in 
an entirely destitute condition. It may pos- 
sibly be remembered that she was the hero- 
ine of a sensational shooting episode at 
Clermont, in France, about ten years ago, 
where fer husband, Baron von Rhaden, at 
one time an officer of the. Imperial Guard at 
St. Petersburg, shot a Danish Lieutenant, 
Count Kastenkiold by name, for having been 
too demonstrative in his tokens of affection 
for the Baroness. The shooting was done 
with every circumstance of deliberation and 
malignity during a moment when the Baron 
was angered by drink, and it was admitted 
in court that no improper relations had ever 
existed between his victim and the Baron- 
ess, while at the same time it was shown 
that the Baron lived on the earnings of his 
wife as a high school rider in a circus, beat- 
ing her occasionally when she refused to 
work for him. | 

The trial at Paris was of such an extraor- 
dinary character that it may be recalled 
here. The pleadings turned mainly on the 
question of nationality, and the prosecuting 
attorney—that is to say, the State Pro- 
curator—plainly showed that French justice 
was reluctant to take any notice of the in- 
cident, and intended to make the penalty 
for the prisoner as light as possible. Heim- 
plored the jury to forget that the Baron was 
a subject of a sovereign dear to France 
(that is the Czar), which, of course, was 
simply intended to Impress the facts upon 
their minds. The counsel for the defense 
was not slow to take the hint, and he turned 
every point that seemed to bear against his 
client by a glowing tribute to the Franco- 
Russian alliance. True, his client drank to 
excess. But then so did many of his _coun- 
trymen. They were as brave as they were 
bibulous, as France might one day learn to 
her benefit. 

These touching and at the same time se- 
verely logical arguments were naturally of 
a character to appeal to a French court and 
jury, and succeeded in bringing the Baron 
off with flying colors. He hugged his counsel, 
dined with his wife, and then returned to the 
boulevard to become the hero of the hour, 
and to bask in the afterglow of the Franco- 
Russian fétes, the poor murdered Dane being 
entirely forgotten.
